AnfUAL  REPORT  1951 


Tiie  Census 


(1951)  gave  a population  of  22,324. 


It  7.’ill  'bo  seen  that  the  estimated  mid-year  population 
shows  a fall  of  580  to  22,340. 

The  number  of  live -births  rose  from  354  in  1950  to 
372  in  1951,  giving  a birth  rate  of  16,65  per  thousand 
population,  compared  with  16,03  in  1950. 


The  ruiubcr  of  still  births  was  8 compared  with  13 
in  1950,  On  the  othor  hand  there  were  14  oeaths  of  infants 
under  a yca.r  old  coLv.arcd  with  7 in  1950.  Seven  of  the 
infants  vkv'-'O  under  a month  old  , 

The  deaths  from  all  causes  rose  from  287  in  1950  to 
315  in  1951,  riving  a crude  death-rate  of  14.10  per 
thousand  population  compared  v;ith  12,99  in  1950.  The 
’’corrected'  death-rate  was  1.2.26  per  thousand. 

The  commonest  cause  of  death  was  disease  of  the  heart 
and  circulatory  system;  next,  equal,  came  malignant  diseases 
and  vaocular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system. 

There  vjere  no  deaths  associated  with  cliLldbirth, 

During  the  year  653  cases  of  infeBtious  or  other 
notifiable  diseases  were  notified,  compared  with  222  in 
1950.  Measles  and  Vfhooplng  Cough  accounted  for  most  of  the 
increase.  There  were  twelve  deaths  from  pneumonia,  one 
from  measles  and  one  from  whooping  cough.  One  case  of 
Poliomyelitis  occurred,  comqjared  v;ith  six  in  1950.  Of 
the  five  cases  of  Paratyphoid  fever  notified  four  occurred 
in  one  family;  all  recovered.  The  Influenza  epidemic 
claimed  nine  victims.

Thero  4 deaths  from  Tuberculosis  compared  ■with 

6 in  1950.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  commonest  cause  of 
death  was  disease  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system,  with 
97  deaths,  Next  came  malignant  diseases,  and  vascular  lesions 
of  nervous  system,  with  54  each.  It  is  v/orthy  of  note  that 
14  deaths  (4,44  por  cent  of  the  total)  were  duo  to  accident; 
in  fact,  more  deaths  were  duo  to  accident  that  to  pneumonia 
or  to  the  infectious  disoases.  The  epidemic  of  Influenza 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year  claimed  9 victims,  giving  a 
death  rate  of  0,40  per  1,000  populations  the  figure  for 
England  and  Wales  was  0,38.  The  deaths  from  pneumonia 
totalled  twelve,  compared  with  eleven  in  1950,

regrettable  that  the  death  rate  should  be  so  high  in  a 
rural  district  it  must  be  romombered  that  the  still-births 
^ fell  from  13  in  1950  to  8 in  1951,  and  the  dividing  line 
between  babies  boi*n  dead  and  those  dying  soon  after  birth 
is  not  easily  defined.  Seven  of  the  infant  deaths  occurred 
within  four  weeks  of  birth.  Causes  ef  death  included 
Prematurity,  Congenital  Half orms.t ion.  Bronchopneumonia, 
Convulsions,  and  ^'^oaslos  ,

Water  Supply.  |i 

The  "water  supply  in  the  Council’s  statutory  area 
has  been,  in  general,  satisfactory-  in  quality  and  quantity. 
However  samples  from  local  sources  were  variable  in  quality, 
and  the  sources  have  been  regularly  dosed  with  Chlor#s  as  a 
precautionary  measure, 

• I am  pleased  to  state  that  v.'ork  on  the  Council's  Joint 
Water  Scheme  :/ith  Hol^rwell  Urban  District  Council  was 
commenced  in  December . 

The  Council  are  not  carrying  out  any  vwater  main  extensions 
for  the  time  being  but  arc  concentrating  on  the  renewal  and 
enlargement  of  existing  water  mains.  This  policy  will  continue 
until  more  vjater  is  available  in  the  District,  This  will  be 
when  the  new  Joint  Main  is  constructed.

Sev/erage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  sewage  disposal  works  throughout  the  area  have  now 
been  brought  to  a satisfactory  state  of  repair  and  the 
unavoidable  neglect  caused  by  the  v;ar  has  been  eradicated. 

Schemes  of  sewerage  for  Soughton  and  ’-’hitford  have 
been  approved  in  outline  by  the  Council,  Soughton  Village 
scheme  has  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry.  Work  has  been 
commenced  on  the  Saithaelwyd  Park  Estate  sev/erage  scheme. 

Public  Cleansing . 

The  Council  have  a direct  labour  scheme  of  Public 
Cleansing  covering  part  of  the  district  comprising  of  the 
Parishes  of  Whit  ford,  Llanasa,  Newmarket,  Gwaenysgor, 

Ysceiflog  and  Northop,  Tv/o  lorries  are  in  use  for  this  purpose 
each  with  a capacity  of  10  cubic  feet,  and  11  men  are  employed 
full  time  with  this  v/ork.  The  remaining  parishes  are  done 
on  a contract  basis  . The  direct  labour  scheme  v/hich  was 
put  into  operation  .m  1948  is  woiklng  very  satisfactorily,  and 
shov/s  great  improvement  upon  the  old  method  of  letting  out 
this  work  to  contractors.  It  is  hoped  eventually  that  the 
whole  area  will  be  covered  by  direct  labour. 

Rivers  nd  Streams . 

Some  complaints  wore  received,  and  samples  were  taken 
and  the  result  proved  satisfactory  in  all  cases  . 

Camping  Sites  . 

There  are  a large  number  of  Camping  sites  in  the  area, 
chiefly  in  the  coastal  district  of  the  Parish  of  Llanasa, 
During  the  Suramer  Months  there  is  a considerable  influx 
of  holiday-makers  from  the  industrial  areas  of  Lancashire 
and  the  Midlands.  Regular  visits  arc  paid  to  these  camping 
sites,  a nd  all  sites  are  well  organized  and  maintained  by 
theowners  v/ho  have  provided  main  v/ater,  refuge  receptacles
